Roger Lowell Putnam of Spring- 
field, Mass., a member of the ob- 
sefvatory’s board of trustees and a 
nephew of Dr. Percival Lowell, 
founder of the observatory, said 
that Atlas was the best suggestion 
that had come to him. He also 
suggested the name of Constance, 
in honor of Dr. Lowell's widow. 

Constance, he said, was a name 
easily translated into al] languages 
and connoted the fimness of Dr. 
Lowell's conviction that the planet 
existed. Dr. Lowell discovered the 
ninth planet 15 years ago mathe- 
matically through computations of 
the peculiar influence being exert- 
ed upon the planet Uranus. 

Mrs. Lowell, whose home is in 
Boston, said that she thought the 
new planet should be named Per- 
cival in honor of her late husband 

Dr. Harlow Shapley, director of 
the Harvard Observatory, through 
whom the announcement of the 
new planet was made, suggested 
that it be named Kronos, after the 
mythological father of the six prin- 
cipal Greek gods.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatei:. 
S igoan Soviet method of eradicating re- 


ligion may be violent but a glance at 
history will show that religious method 
of eradicating heresy has been far more 
violent, 

Insofar as hutmanizing the relations 
between the rich and the poor, the rulers 
and the ruled is concerned, the services 
of the church have always consisted in 
advising kindness, unselfishness and 
philanthropy, not social reconstruction. 
Changes in the industrial organization 
for the benefit of the masses have not 


- been the result of religious propaganda. 


When the church was in the heyday 
of its power it did not preach equal 
rights; it did not advise people to or- 
ganize and establish democracy. By 
recognizing existing governments, ho 
matter how autocratic, it made it im- 
moral to rebel against autocratic tyranny. 
By preaching that “the poor must al- 
ways be with us,” it asks thé governing 
powers and the rich for charity, not 
social justice, and by promising to fill 
the stomachs of the poor with nectar and 
ambrosia in the next world it advises 
meekness and submission to the oppres- 
sion 
Truly significant as this is, it is also 
a confessicn ‘which suggests the truth of 
the assertion often made that “Christian 
civilization’ is a misnomer, and that 
such civilization as the world today en- 
joys, exists not because of the Christian 
religion, but despite and in defiance of 
that religion. 

On April 1, 1923, was 
throughout the country the 
Report’ of the Federal Council of 
Churches in the United States. Accord- 
ing to this report, the membership of all 
religious bodies was 47,461,553 out of a 
population of 110,000,000, or @bout 41 
per cent. Irom these figures of Chris- 
tian population and percentages, the 
signal fact appears in relief: that while 
of all countries, our country, whatever 
its popular faults, is the most moral, 
righteous, peaceful and just, it is all this 
despite a large un-Christian majority. 
Which proves that creeds and dogmas of 
religion are nonessential to. good morals, 
persona! and national honor, good gov- 
ernment to the highly successful admin- 
istration of justice. or to the effective 
pursuit of peace and happiness. 

It is not the agnostic who is seeking 
to destroy the constitutional] rights of 
the American people. It is not’ the 
agnostic who is laboring to use _ the 
powers of government to bind “‘science” 
to the cart of superstition. Liberty and 
justice have feached their fullest glory 
where agnosticism flowers and tyranny 
and injustice have ever followed in the 
wake of entire belief in the Scriptures.

_ENRICHING THE CONGRESSIONAL 
LIBRARY. 


» Congress now has an opportunity to enrich the 
Congressional Library and the nation with one.of the 
most valuable and varied collections of incunabula 
in the world. Dr. Otto EB. F. Vollbebr has offered to 
sell his extraordinary collection of books and docu- 
ments of the fifteenth century to the library at 
about half its value, and Representative Ross A. Col- 
lins of Mississippi has introduced a bill to buy the 
collection for $1,500,000. | 

The Volibehr collection is the second largest ‘1 the 
world, being exceeded in number of books only by 
the Huntington collection, nbw in California. It is 
excelled by none in rare, well-preserved and beautiful 
examples of the beginnings of printing in Europe. 
The collection bas been exhibited not ovly throughout 
Europe but in several cities of America, including 
St. Louis, where it aroused the greatest interest. It 
has the admiration and approval as a wonderful col- 
lection of experts all over the world, who give it 
the greatest value from a historical and literary, book- 
binding and printing standpoint. It cannot pow be 
duplicated. It bas what has been called the Incuna- 
bulum Incunabulorum—the greatest example of early 
printing—a Gutenberg or 42-line Bible printed on 
vellum. There are only three authentic examples of 
the Gutenberg Bible printed on vellum in the world, 
and this is the only opportunity to procure one for 
the United States. Its money value alone has been 
placed by experts dt $1,000,000. But of course as a 
rare specimen of Gutenberg printing its historical 
value is inestimable. 
- Dr. Vollbehr originally offered 3000 volumes for 
$3,000,000, which was considered a fair price, but 
now he has added to the coMection offered Congress 
for half that sum, 1500 more, making a total of 4500.

The Liberals, of 
whom 20 voted with the Laborites in resisting cen- 
sure, would have little to gain in an election just 
now, for their chance of achieving victory is remote. 
The Tories are not impatient in their desire to re- 
gain power, for they realize MacDonald might emerge 
from a’ new election with a clear majority instead 
of a pluralitys Each party hesitates to take the re- 
sponsibility for turning out the Government while 
the conference is in session. ' 
Just as the fate of the conference rested with the 
retention of MacDonald’s Government, so the fate of 
the Government will rest upon the outcome of the 
conference, together with Labor’s course on unem- 
ployment, Despite every palliative, unemployment 
is increasing in the British Isles.

It has 300 classics, very rare 
books and historical documents and letters, including 
the celebrated Columbus letter of Feb. 15, 1493. An 
idea of the variety of the collection may be gathered 
from the following quotation from a speech by Mr. 
Collins: 


The collection embraces a great variety of 
languages, Which, besides Latin and Greek, in- 
cludes 48 books in Spanish, 10 in Hebrew, 52 in 
German dialects, 100 in Italian, 17 in French, one 
in Slavonic, one in Chinese, and eight in English. 
There are 424 first editions in the collection, 450 
books not mentioned in the standard bibliography 
of Hain, 100 that were printed in the period from 
1455 to 1470, and 100 that have not been de- 
scribed in any catalogue. 

Here are some of the most beautiful examples 
of Gutenberg, Fust and Schoeffer, the earliest 
European printers; Mentel, Eggestein and Rusch, 
the “R” printer of Strassburg; Zainer and Baem- 
ler of Augsburg; Anthony Koberger of Nurem- 
berg, the first captain of the printing industry; 
Ulrich Zell of Cologne, said to have printed the 
first Latin classic, and Heinrich Quentell of the 
same city. From Italy, where printing flourished 
to a reasonable degree, one finds the great names 
of Sweynheim and Pannartz, the first printers in 
that country, as well as Wendelinus Spira, Jen- 
son, Plannck, Hahn, Zarotus, de Tortis, and a 
host of others, including the incomparable Aldus 
Manutius of Venice. France is represented by 
Huss of Lyons and Caillaut, Petit, Marchant and 
Verard of Paris; Spain by Ungut and Rosenbach, 
among others; Switzerland by Furter, von Amer- 
bach and Kessler; the Low Countries by Leon 
and Ballaert, and last, but by no means the least,

Library in the first rank among libraries. 

If the nation can spend $40,000,000 for a battleship, 
it can certainly spend a million and a.half for a col- 
lection of incunabula and classics which will \have 
not only intrinsic value but an inestimable value 
to historians, students, scholars and the art of book- 
binding. The library building and land cost nearly 
$7,000,000, but its value is measured not by the cost 
of land and building but by the treasures it contatns.

Charles M. Huttig of the Mississippi Valley Lumber 
Institute complains in the letter column today of a 
cartoon entitled “The Three Racketeers” as being 
unfair to the lumber business.

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KEEP THE 85-CENT SCHOOL TAX. 

The citizens of St. Louis will vote at a special elec- 
tion March 25 on retention of the 85-cent scho®) tax 
rate, whieh was first approved nine years ago and 
has played an important part in the upbuilding of 
the system. Just how important it is that this rate 
be retained is realized when one considers what 
would happen were the schools returned to the old 
60-cent assessment, This was outgrown a decade 
ago, and the higher levy was voted in 1921 by a large 
majority. 

Dropping back to the 60-cent rate would mean 9 
loss of $2,750,000 in each year’s revenue and, accord- 
ing to the citizens’ committee in charge of the cam- 
paign, a lowering of 30 per cent in the schools’ daily 
efficiency. Rooms would be overcrowded, for the 
building program now being carried forward to care 
for the city’s population increase would be stopped. 
Summer schools and summer playgrounds would 
have to be discontinued. It would be necessary to 
cut down evening schools and the vocational educa- 
tion program. Curtailments would be imperative in 
every school activity—physical and manual training. 
schools for crippled and deaf children, libraries and 
frée textbooks, and many others. Every one of the 
100,953 students in the system would suffer, and 
the saving to the individual taxpayer would be in- 
finitesimal. ‘

OMEN who play the market 

are better losers than men. 

They exercise better judg- 
ment and are lesv inclined to hys- 
teria in a panic. This was striking- 
ly illustrated in the big crash. 
Among thousands of women, strip- 
ped of fortunes, not one tried sui- 
cide. 

While men tore their hair, wrung 
their hands and vaulted over high 
up window sills, iady plungers dis- 
played a stoic calm. They did not 
even indulge the feminine preroga- 
tive of swooning. New York has a 
half million women who make a 
business of marginal trading. 

A dozen brokerage offices with u 
strictly feminine clientele are al- 
ways crowded. The traders arrive 
at 9 o'clock and remain until clos- 
ing. Instead of hopping about lixe 
hens on the proverbial hot stove, 
they sit placidly in their chairs 
with notebooks and pencils. 

They are not inspired by that 
market vagary known as the 
“hunch” and are most careful of 
all in weighing financial facts 
When the big upheaval desolated 
hundreds of board rooms, those 
patronized by women remained 
comfortably filed—waiting, watch- 
‘ing and hoping for clearer skies. 

Judged by the amount of capita!. 
women also have proved more suc- 
cessful in their stock manipulations 
than men. They are not so greedy 
for huge profits as for the safe, 
quick turnover netting a modest 
return. Any number were realiz- 
ing from $100 to $300 a week in 
this fashion before the debacle. 

Ladies who pit their wits against 
Wali Street are not confined to a 
particular class. Every type is 
represented—the professional, the 
housewife, the stenographer, sales- 
women, chorus girls and ladies of 
the half world. Indeed, there are 
many charwomen who “play the 
market.”

Exercise is, of course, not ; 
most important item in health p 
motion, but it is important eno 
so that its neglect will lead in t; 
to appreciable changes in both ; 
structure and function of the } 
man body. 

The function of muscular 
cises may best be grasped in 
light of their contribution to ny 
tion. It is common knowledge 
man lives on the food he takes; 
his body. This food must be pr 
erly prepared and distributed 
fore it can be utilized by the 
lions of cells that make up the 
man body.
